CHICAGO, June 9.— After a live­ 
ly fight in committee, 
which 
may 
later find its way to the floor of the 
convention, the republican platform 
builders 
endorsed 
woman's

frage. The vote, taken at the conclu­ 
sion of the extended debate was 26 
to 21. 
Opponents 
of 
the plank 
threatened to demand a reconsiders-j 
tion, claiming a num ber of members • 
of the 
resolutions 
committee were 
absent when the vote was taken. At 
2:05 o ’clock 
yesterday, 
however, 
Senator Borah said if the motion to 
reconsider was made he would keep 
the committee in session all night 
before permitting reconsideration. 
The plank

Americanism was 
adopted calling for the vigorous en­ 
forcement 
of 
all American rights, 
treaty, personal and property. 
The committee defeated a plank 


favoring universal military training. 
The vote was 33 to 19. 
The plank denouncing the a d m in ­ 
istration on its foreign policy and 
calling for full protection of A m er­ 
ican rights, was adopted. Congress­ 
man Marion Butler offered a reso­ 
lution at the request of Colonel Rich­ 
ard Bartholdt of 
St. 
Louis, urging 
a world peace court. 
This resolution was expected to be 
discussed at length.
